THE RICHEST BAN IN W. VA 


HOW KX-HRNATOU CAMDKN OF 
WK8T VIRGINIA BECAME KICH^ 
The richest man in tbe 8tate of 
West Virginia, and one of the rich¬ 
est in the United States, is ex Sen¬ 
ator Johnson N. Camden. His 
wealth is estimate 1 at lietween f8, 
000,0(H) and 9lO;(MM),0(H). 

It was in the year 1860 when oil 
w f as first discbvere<l ill West Vir 
giuin. M r. Camden liad^a few acres 
of land in the Burning Springs dis 
trtet, about Hffrtv mi lft s nor th ot- 
lhirkersburg. In this land Mr. 
Camden bored two wells. They 
were tbe second and third wells 
bored for oil, only one having been 
sunk a few w«‘cks previous to them, 
and that, fine was only partially suc¬ 
cessful, so far as striking oil was 
concerned, and wholly so as regards 
profit, for its owner did not know 
what in the wiirld todowifli it. He 
was .very much like rhe feilow with 
an elephant on his hands.
